During the last fis- 
l year 1,743 illicit distilleries werb seized, 
I civil suits were instituted, and 4,157 crim- 
al prosecutions were inaugurated, 
These cases by no means represent the t 
min number of evasions of the internal reve- 
gue law. Where a dozen persons have been 
detected a hundred have escaped the eyes 
of the revenue officers. It is insisted that 
this is not entirely the fault of the person- 
gel of the service. The United States is a 
dest country and to keep surveillancé over 
the thousands engaged in-the manufacture 
@f spirits, tobacco, cigars and cigarets, oleo- 


margarine, mixed flour, etc., would require

MOVEMBNTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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BIG RAIL STRIKE 
LOOMS IN THREAT 


President of Switchmen Says 
if Eastern Roads Interfere 
Men in All Lines 
Will Quit Work. 


WEST ALREADY HARD HIT 


Mills and Mines Close Down for 
Lack of Freight Movement; 

Thousands Lose Their 
Jobs in Smelters.

St. Paul, Minn., Dec, 1.—[Special.}-—If the 
American Railroad association takes a hand 
in the present switchmen’s strike and lends 
ald in shipping strike breakers to the Twin 
Cities and other northwest points a general 
strike, nation wide in its effect, may be de- 
clared. This is the counter threat of Presi- 
dent Frank T. Hawley of the switchmen's 
union to the mandgers’ announcement that 
they would ship in strike breakers. 

According to Hawley the genera) strike 
order, if it goes out, will paralyze railroad 
business all over the United States. 

The railroad unions of the entire country 
are vitally interested in the reported action 
of the American Railroad association regard- 
ing the switchmen’g strike. It has been 
stated that the association will give its moral 
and financial support to the western roads. 

They had better keep off,“ said Hawley. 
“This is strictly a northwest district fight, 
and if the railroads of the east enter the con- 


troversy they will regret their haste, as that | 


action would precipitate a general strike of 
most of the railroad organizations. 


Other Unions Pledge Support. 

“TI have telegrams from organisations 
throughout the country, bidding up godspeed 
and pledging moral support. It seems to m. 
this sentiment shows they would resent any 
attempt of the association to enter this af- 
fair. 

There are ten raflroad organizations afmfil- 
lated with the railroad branch of the Amer!i- 
can Federation of Labor, to which we belong, 
but, so far as a general strike of these or- 
ganizations is concerned, that is not a prop- 
osition of the present, but rather of the 
future, unless the Managers grant us some 
concessions. 

The statement that employment agencies 
of Chicago and St. Louis would furnish 
enough strike breakers in twenty-four hours 
to break this strike is really a big joke. In 
the first place they never could get experi- 
enced men, and if they should send inexperi- 
enced men they wouldn't be able to straighten 
out the tangle in this congested traffic in six 
months.“ N 

General Manager G. T. Slade of the North- 
ern Pacific tonight gave out the following 
statement: 

“The situation from the railroad standpoint 
continues to show improvement. The rail- 
roads tomorrow morning generally will ac- 
cept less than cariload freigut for those out- 
lying points to which such freight now can be 
promptly handled. The members of the man- 
agers’ committee living outside of the city 
have returned to their homes, other duties 
in. connection with their own Hnes requiring 
their attendance at headquarters. There are 
no reports of disturbance at any points.“ 


Strike’s Effect Widespread. 

Every line of industry in the Twin Cities, 
Duluth, and Superior and all cities of the 
northwest dependent on the movement of sup- 
plies is seriously affected by the strike. 

It is estimated that upwards of 12.000 men 
are idle tonight on account of the strike 
order. Thousands of freight handlers and 
teamsters are. losing time by reason of the 
freight blockade in the terminal towns, while 
a continuance of the strike for several days 
will throw additional thousands out of work. 

The railroad yards are filled with stalled 
freight trains and an attempt to move a few 
by the ald of the office men drafted as switch- 
men is making no impression. 

Business men generally are beginning to 
feel the result of the strike. The first to be 
affected were the wholesale and commission 
houses. Wholesale grocers report that noth- 
ing is moving. Commission houses are doing 
nothing, and their customers in the small 
towns, who get their supplies from day to 
day, soon will be unable to serve fresh vege- 
tables and fruit. 

In Minneapolis the flour mills closed to- 
night and it is estimated that 3,500 men em- 
ployed in them are idle. A continuation of 
the strike will throw out of employment about 
1,500 more in the cooperage and allied trades. 


Stockyards Get Few Cattle. | 

In South St. Paul, where are located the 
stockyards, only 800 head of cattle were re- 
ceived today where usually 1,800 is the daily 
average. Manager Bangs of Switt & Co. 
said that the question of reduction in the 
packing house force depended entirely on the 
duration of the strike. 

“Tre we cannot get stock we will have to 
close,” he declared. He would not say how 
long the plent could run on the present supply 
of stock. 

In the iron range country the small towns 
soon will be facing a famine unless trains of 
fecdstuffs can be brought in. In Superior 
900 men were laid off in the Great Northern 
ratiway machine shops. The mines will be 
affected by the stopping of freight traffic. 
On the ore docks at Duluth and Superior, 
within forty-eight hours, 10,000 men will be 
out of employment and the general loss will 
run into thousands of dollars.

Girl’s Stories Add to Mystery. 

She admitted at the beginning to running 
away from St. Mary's convent near Tarry- 
town, N. T. ; 

The complications began to develop during 
the evening when Mrs, Ethel Appleby of 
4648 Vincennes avenue, where the girl went, 
on arriving in Chicago, told of some of the 
“ yarns ” the young woman had told her. 

* Ag soon aa she arrived,” said Mrs. Apple- 
by, Hasel began telephoning for a la vyer 
by the name of Adams. She called all oy 
lawyers by the name of Adama, but failed | 
find the man she was hunting for. She 
seemed much excited. She said that she had 
just returned from Italy, where she had left 
her husband. 

Later she said she had adopted a child in 
Italy, that it had died at sea, and that she 
wished to seea lawyer about securing $1,000, - 
000 which was the property of the child’s par- 
ents. She also said that she was on her way 
to California. She left my house before din- 


ner Saturday evening and I have not seen her 
since.

house. The girl came home once and sald

Miss Dillon is 20 years old and Is the daugh- 
ter of Walter Dillon, general superintendent 
of the Oregon Short Line railroad. 

Report of the suspected suicide reached the 
Central detall police station, and within a few 
minutes the mother of the young woman was 
on the way to her bedside. 

Tuesday Mrs. Walter Dillon, who has been. 
living in Saugatuck, Mich., reported to the 
police that her daughter was missing and 
that she believed she would be found in Chi- 
cago. In company with Officer Martin Short- 
allof the Englewood station Mrs. Dillon went 
to the Columbus hospital last night. 

“Tt is a family affair that brings Hazel 
out here,” she said. ‘I have been living in 
Saugatuck, Mich. My husband has been in 
the habit of sending checks to me there and 
my daughter in the convent. But recently 
he has not sent them regularly. Hazel quar- 
reled with him about not giving her money, 
and finally she told her father that she would 
take no more money from him.

At the same 
time the secretary gave formal recognition 
to the belllgerency of the Nicaraguan revolu- 
tionists. : 

The action of the secretary was made the 
more dramatic by the transmission of pass- 
ports to the diplomatic agents of President 
Zelaya for their use in case they wish to 
leave the country. If these agents desire to 
remain they will be received as the unofficial 
representatives of President Zelaya, just as 
the secretary proposes to receive the repre- 
sentatives of Gen. Estrada, the leader of the 
revolutionists. . 
The action by Secretary Knox does not 
necessarily mean war. It is preliminary to 
the formal demand which will be made upon 
the government of President Zelaya for rep- —~ 
aration for the execution by his direction of

Audience at “The Fourth Estate” in 
New York Theater Hears Suffrage 
Address Between the Acts. 


New York, Dec. 1.—[Special.]—Women who 
yearn for the ballot went to see The Fourth 
Estate at Wallack’s theater tonight. Be- 
tween the third and fourth acts they listened 
to the Rev. Anna Shaw's latest word on the 
cause. 

The conversation in the play moved Dr. 
Shaw to say: 

„No wonder there is much that is ignoble 
in our civilization. Women are not recog- 
nized as persons. They are regarded by law 
only in relation tosome man. Furthermore, 
women are taught to use their very weak- 
nesses as weapons to gain what they desire 
They are instructed to be tactful. They are 
praised for their cleverness in getting their 
own way without letting the man whom they 
are working know they are doing it. 

Sometimes they resort to tears instead of 
deception. That. too, is accounted a virtue. 
Wheedling, teasing, and nagging until their 
male relatives do whatever they wish them 
to do In order to preserve their own peace of 
mind, to say nothing of their digestions—this 
is the combination of womanly ways that is 
held up to us as altogther desirable as a 
means of attaining a perfectly legitimate 
end. : 

We women need the ballot in order that 
we may have a chance to develop our moral 
natures. We want to get to look upon the big 
things of life—the great issues. It is all well 
for us to love our husbands and our children. 
We always will do that, evan if we vote once 
a week. But please, men, fet us be human 
beings too, Just as you are. We really were

PLAN MAY BE NATIONAL. 


Many Virtues Embodied in Proposed 
System, Says Official. 


Philadetphia, Pa., Dec. 1.—- [Special Love, 
humor, courage, and economy are a few of 
the virtues which will be taught to the pupile 
of the Philadelphia schools if the present 
plans of Superintendent Brumbaugh and a 
committee of twenty teachers are approved 
by the board of education: 

The committee met thie afternoon to dis- 
cuss a prospective course in good morals,

nobijity, obedierce, respect and reverence, 
gratitude and thankfulness, forgiveness, con- 
fession, honesty, honor, humility, sef-re- 
spect, self-control, prudence,’ good name, 
good manners, health, temperance, civil du- 
ties, industry, patriotism, cheerfulness, ap- 
preciation, contentment. and punctuality. 

Mr. White has urged me to accept the 
presidency of the Character Development 
league, in which he is interested,“ said Mr.

HIGH MEAT LAID T0 CONSUMER 


Market Man Calls Chicago House- 
wives Finieky.“ 


TOO FREQUENT DELIVERIES. 


Contradicts Secy. Wilson’s Figures on 
Retail Profits. Here. 


Chicago housewives are too “ finicky "’ 
about the cuts of beef they order from the 
market and expect too frequent delivery of 
purchases to expect to buy meat at low 
prices, according to Frank C. Froehling of 
Froehling 4 Heppe, 16 State etreet; retatiers 
of meats. 

Mr. Froehling had just read the annual re- 
port of Secretary of Agriculture Wileon, in 
which the secretary stated that the average 
retail profit on beef in Chicago was 46 per 
cent, or more than twice as high as in New 
York City, where the profit ie given as 20 
per cent. 


Says Figures Are Too High. 

“The figures of Secretary Wilson are alto- 
gether too high,“ said Mr. Froehling. ** Most 
of us are satisfied to make 10 per cent profit. 
Where market men make more than that it 
is to cover the cost incident to keeping extra 
men and boys to deliver meat every time a 
housewife calls up and wants a steak or half 
a pound of chops. We make about 1 cent a 
pound profit on most meats and only % cent 
a pound on meats sold to restaurants and 
hotels.“ 

Chauncey C. Foster, a former member of 
the C. W. Foster company, 200 South Water 
street, said he never saw the time when there 
was a profit of 46 per cent in selling any kind 
of meat here. The profits made on meats in 
New York and Chicago are about the same, 
said he. 


Profits Are the Same. 

„% In New Tork,“ he asserted, “* the rentals, 
wages, and other incidental expenses of run- 
ning a meat market are higher than in Chi- 
cago, and meat is consequently sold at a 
higher price than here, but the actual profit 
made is about the same.“ 

Richard J. Collins, president of the Fulton 
Street Wholesale Market company, said that 
instead of the Chicago profits being larger 
than those in New York, the reverse was 
true. He declared beef sold for about (cents 
more a pound there at retail than in this city. 

Edmund B. Weber of the Union hotel and 
restaurant and a member of the Chicago 
Restaurant Keepers’ association was of the 
opinion that while there is a general short. | 
age in beef he did not believe the retailers of 
Chicago were making abnormal profits. The 
price paid by his ‘company for beef, he said, 
was from 25 to 35 per cent higher than a year . 
ago.

not too seriously violated it was to the ad- 
vantage of Canada to stretch the Interpreta- 
tion of the treaty a little rather than to risk 
its abrogation by the United States, thus 
peraps starting a war of armaments along 
the border for which Canada at present is ill 
prepared. 

Mr. Foster, in detailing the presént navel

Many Soldiers Have Hookworm. 

Investigations have been made which show 
extensive} prevalence of bookworm infec- 
@on among southern recruits and also at 
eertain posts in the Philippine islands. The 
gUrgeon-general states that of 148 recruits 
from the southern states examined at Fort 
Slocum, New York harbor, with reference 
#6 this disease since the beginning of the 
year 115, or 77.7 per cent, were found in- 
fected. Forty-four examined at Jackson 
barracks, Louisiana, showed 30, or 68 per 
ent, infected. At Columbus, Ohio, 124 ex- 
amined showed 36, or 20 per cent, infected. 
The three posts taken together showed an 
infection of 57 per cent in southern recruits. 

The present dfStribution of the troops of 
the regular army, in the opinion of the sec- 
— of war, is not only logical but offers 

serious menace. 

The last reports from the military depart-- 
ments, received in October, showed that the 
_ fegular army numbered 71,840 men, with 
6.200 officers, making a total force of 76,049, 
@ net increase in the year of 8,421. The fig- 
wres do not include the 3,485 men of the hos- 
pital corps. 

Of the active officers of the army, the re- 
calls attention to the fact that 700 are 
etailed to special duty, nearly half of these 
being distributed among the various schools 
of instruction of the regular establishment 
or acting as instructors in state educational 
institutions, where a feature is made of 
military training. While there were no seri- 
ous breaches of military ‘discipline during 
the year Secretary Dickinson declares“ that 
there can be no doubt that the discipline and 
efficiency of troops were lowered by the con- 
tinued absence of so many company officers 
and the resulting frequent changes of com- 
pany commanders.” 


Remedy Found in More Officers. 

The reniedy for this condition, the report 
,Geclares, may be found in increasing the 
number of officers and In the passage of legis- 
lation empowering the secretary of war, 
whenever the occasion demands, to appoint 
active duty temporarily. 
Under existing law a rétired: officer cannot 
de mad subject to orders, but his return to 
active service is entirely voluntary. 

President Roosevelt inaugurated an an- 
nual test to determine the physical fitness of 
officers. compelling them to re ninety miies 
in three deys or to walk at mies within 
the same time. This, in the opinion of Secre- 
tary Dickmson, should be changed so as to 
compe! officers to undertake a certain amount 
of rrescribed exercise each week. 

Codpertion of the regular army with the 
militia of the states is strongly urged. The 
gecretary cutlines a plan to accomplis# this. 
He woula have the country divided into a 
number of territorial and tactical districte, so 
that the militia may be conveniently com- 
bined Mi b the regular troops stationed in 
those dJistricts into permanent brigades, di- 
visions, and corps for instruction and tactical 
organization. 


Wants Supply Depots Established. 


In conjunction with the headquarters of 
ttlese combination divisions, the report ad- 
vocates the establishment of supply depots. 
‘hich can be drgwn upon for the equipnient 
of an army in time of need. At such depots 
supplics would be carried sufficient to outfit 
any additional volunteer force, up to a mod- 
erate number, that might be hastily recruited 
to complete the organization of an army 
corps. 

Aiteched to the headquarters, also, the re- 
port deciares, there should be stationed a 
young and active officer of the regular army, 
whose duty it would be to instruct and direct 
the militia organizations in the corps dis- 
trict. Such an Officer, it is pointed out, could 
issue. no orders to the militia, but it is de- 
glared ite should be given power to super- 
vise the equipment and instruction of the vol- 
unteer troops of his district and be held re- 
eponsible for their mobilization and general 
condition. 8 

It is proposed to submit the adoption ot such 
a plan to the governors of the several states, 
If the states announce their willingness 
to cooperate with the war department, steps 
will be taken toward putting the plan into 
acticn. ' 

Says Troops Should Be Near Cities. 

The matter of a general rearrangement of 
the various army posts occupies a prominent 
place in the report. The secretary of war 
expresses his conviction that, as now situ- 


ated, the army posts do not meet the require | 


ments of the service, many of them being 
igolated and difficult of access. 

The majority of these posts, he points out, 
sprang into existence because in the early 
days of the west the regular army was large~ 
ly used for the protection of settlers from

Congress to Be Deaf to Drys. 

Rumors of plans for the drys to descend 
upon congress with renewed appeals for ant!- 
liquor legislation have reached Washington, 
but it is opined by leaders that the national 
legislature will turn a deaf ear to the pleas 
this time. The latest attempt of congress 
to legislate against the demon rum is con- 
tained In an amendment to the penal code, 
which goes into effect Jan. 1 next. 

This law prohibits express companies from 
delivering liquor shipped in an original 
package te any but the person to whom the 
package is addressed. This is devised to 
break up the practice of express companies 
in conducting what amount to liquor dis- 
pensaries in prohibition states. 

The law also prohibits express companies 
from collecting the price of liquor from the 
consignee on, before, or after delivery. This 
statute, according to congressiona!] leaders. 
constitutes the limit to which the federal 
government may go in regulating the liquor 
trafic. It is based entirety on the authority 
of the federal government to regulate inter- 
state commerce. Southern congressmen say 
it will have no effect in reducing the amount 


of liquor unlawfully dispensed in the prohi- 
bition States. 


LAWYER OBJECTS TO IRT 
PANEL; COURT PASSES CASES 


Attorney Carl A. Ross Bases Challenge 
Before Judge Smith Upon Charges 
Against System Made by Wayman. 


Judge Ben M. Smith passed two cases off 
his calendar in the Superior court yesterday 
when a challenge was filed to the panel of 
jurors summoned to hear evidence. The chal- 
lenge was made by Attorney Carl A. Ross 
and was based upon State’s Attorney Way- 
man's charges of jury fixing. 

The cases on call were brought by Ellen 
M. Millis and her son, W. H. Millis, each for 
$20,000 damages, under the dram shop act, 
against Jeremiah Larkin and Martin B. Ear- 
ly. The court refused to bear arguments on 
the challenge, because of the crowded con- 
dition of the docket. The cases will be tried 
after the end of the jury investigation. 

Mr. Ross contended that when the ventres 
for the November term were drawn the jury 
box did not contain 15,000 or more tickets 
bearing names of men eligible for service. 
the list having been made up in July, 1000. 

He also attacks the right of the commis- 
sioners to pass upon the qualifications of 
“eligibles "’ by mailing them cards upon 
which questions are asked.

THE RETAIL PRICE OF BEEF. 
The agricultural department has been 
investigating the price of beef in the large 
Cities of the country. It finds that the 
retail cost charged to consumers above 
the wholesale price ranges from 17 per 
cent in Baltimore to 46 per cent in Chi- 
ago. e lower the grade of beef the 
greater the percentage of profit. It should 
follow, therefore, that the proportionate 
consumption of that kind of beef must 
be greater in Chicago than in New York, 
where the retailer's gross profit is only 
20 per cent. 

Chicago housewives will say that they 
know now why beef is so dear. They 
will exonerate the wholesaler and fall 
foul of the local butcher with his 46: per 
cent of gross profit. But the retailers 
betray no symptoms of great wealth. 
Every now and then one of them fails 
in business. Most of them, indeed, make 
little more than a living. The truth is 
there are so many of them ‘that they 
must make a big profit on what they sell 
in order to keep going. As the agricul- 
tural department justly observes, When 
twenty or more small shops divide the 
retail business within an area that could 
be served by one large shop the expenses 
of the many shops for labor, horses, rent, 


what would be sufficient for the one shop 
must go into the retail prices of the meat 
sold,” 

It is a convenience for lazy or busy 
housekeepers to have a meat market with- 
in a block or two. It is a convenience 
to have the butcher call for orders. It is 
a convenience to have him deliver meat 
instead of lugging it home in a market 
basket. But for all sucu conveniences 
those who have the good of them must 
pay. If Chicago were served by a few 
central markets and all consumers took 
their purchases home after the old fash- 
ion there would undoubtedly be a fall in 
the retail price of meats. 

But the old fashion will not return. 
The leisurely, critical, judicious market- 
ing of the past is ended. People order 
meat, vegetables, and fruit by telephone 
because it saves time. When the bill 
edmes in they scold ‘about the high prices 
and often about the inferior quality.

Powis, the castle where the prince and princess of 
Wales have been spending the last week with count 
and countess of Powis, is, according to some, the 
“Castle of Garde Dolouorse” of Sir Walter Scott's 
“ Betrothed,” the castle held by the Norman knight 
Raymond Berenger. Others insist that it is identical 
with “Castle Coch,” or Red Castle, the home of the 
Powysland chieftain, “Gwenwyn,” as Scott names him. 

I am inclined to think that the latter assumption is 
the correct one, for Castell Coch is the name by which 
Powis castle is known in Welsh to this day. More- 
over, the records of the castle and of the family of 
which Lord Powis is the chief go to show that it was 
the seat of Ow%-Ap-Grifith Gwenwyn, the last Welsh 
sovereign prince of Powis of Powysland. 

The latter's descendants having become extinct in 
the male line, the castle passed through the distaff 
side of the house to the sserberts, a junior branch 
of the house, of which Lord Brooke ig the chief. There 
were Herbert earls of Powis, marquesses of Powis, and 
even a duke of Powis, who played a role at the court 
ot St. Germain after the deposition and exile of 
James II. 

The great Lord Clive’s son married the only sister 
and sole heiress of the last of the Herbert .Lords of 
Powis, and on becoming through this union the owner 
of Powis castle and of all the Powis property was 
promoted to the earldom of Powis of the present crea- 
tion. The Lord Powis of today is a great-great- 
grandson of the victor of the battle of Plassy, the 
soldier to whom more than any one else belongs the 
title of founder of the British Indian empire. Each 
of the eldest sons of the earis of Powis of the present 
creation is known as Lord Clive, until he succeeds to , 
the family honors. 

— 

Powis castle is full of interesting relics and marvel- 
ous Indian curios, brought from the orient by the firat 
Lord Clive, who, it may be remembered, stormed Cal- 
cutta and inflicted punishment on its ruler for the. 
atrocity known in history as “the black hole of Cal- 
| outta.” 

There are many interesting things at Powis castle, 
not the least among them being the state bedchamber 
occupied by the princess of Wales during her visit 
last week and which was tenanted in 1644 by Charles 
I. when he sought refuge at the castle. 

The late earl of Powis, an uncle of the present peer, 
was an eccentric individual, and his entire life may be 
said to have been overshadewed by the fact that he 
had accidentally killed his father, the second earl, 
while out shooting. He was not on particularly good 
terms with his nephew and heir, and when the latter, 
as George Herbert, married the famous beauty Miss 
Violet Lane Fox they had extremely little on whith to 
live. 

In fact, their circumstances dt first were straitened, 
Before many months had passed the earl died suddenly 
and the young couple found themselves ajl at once in 
possession of a large fortune, The late earl, among 
other oddities, had a passion for hoarding things in 
out of the way places, and amusing stories are told of 
the extraordinary discoveries of hidden treasure made 
by Lord and Lady Powis when they first took posses- 
sion of the castle after their uncle’s death. 

— 


Rooms that had been unopened for half a century or 
more were investigated, and many precious things in 
the shape of old plate, superb jewels, and valuable 
paintings found. 

Lady Powis remains to this day a beautiful woman 
with golden hair, perfect figure, and smiling face. 
Prior to her marriage she was subjected to extraordi- 
nary persecution on the part of an individual named 
Randall, who fell violently in love with her. She was 
unable to move out of the house without being an- 
noyed by his persistent and unwelcome attentions, and 
so importunate did he become that her mother, Lady 
Conyers was repeatedly forced to invoke the assist- 
ance of the police and to cause his arrest. He suf- 
fered three terms of imprisonment at hard labor for 
thus offending, and when last charged with the offense 
was let go solely on the condition that he should be- 
take himself to America. 

Lady Powis, besides being a, peeress of the realm 
through her marriage with the earl, is a peeress in her 
own right as holder of the ancient barony of Darcy of 
Knayth. This barony was created on Jan. 27, 1381, and 
@as been held in turn by the Lords Conyers, by the 
earls of Holdernesse, by the dukes of Leeds, and by . 
the Lane Foxes.’ On the death of “Sackville Lane Fox, 
twelfth Lord Conyers and fifteenth Lord Darcy of 
Knayth, without male issue his peereges fell into 
abeyance, which was terminated by the crown in the | 
following fashion: 

The baronies of Conyers and of Fauconberg were 
assigned th his elder daughter, wife of the fourth earl 
of Yarborough, while the barony of Darcy de Knayth 
was allotted to his younger daughter, Violet, countess 
of Powis. Several English works of reference state 
that on Lady Pow death her barony will go to her 
daughter instead of th her son.

That English investments are tabooed 
at present is clear. In the course of the last 
nine months the new capital raised in these 
islands amounts to £155,000,000, and of this 
sum only a little over 416,000, 000 has been in 
English securities—not a single railway fig- 
uring in the list—while foreign loans account 
for 286,000,000, and colonial for about 488.000, 
000. This is the position, then, as regards new 
securities. and there is no reason to think 
that the tendency is different for investment 
in old established stocks. 

The country’s capital ie now being en- 
croached upon and in order to meet the enor- 
mous prospective outlays of the nation such 
encroachments will have to be heavier as the 
years pass, if the yield of revenue is to be 
maintained and increased. There is not a 
leading British banker in thie city, liberal or 
conservative, wo is not convinced that the 
cumulative effect of the estate duties, income 
tax, and super tax is impairing the country’s 
capital resources; yet the memorials signed 
by the most responsible heads in the city to 
this effect are calmly ignored. Is it wonder- 
ful, then. that consoles have fatien so low that 
the yield is now practically the same as on 
French rentes, the first time that these se- 
curities have approximated in value for 
years?” 

Would Liquidate Weak Banks.
